Kohl of West Germany confirmed 
Thursday that several East Ger- 
mans have taken refuge inside West 
Germany's missi on in East Berlin 
and are demanding asylum in the 
West. 

He said his government was in- 
volved in negotiations to resolve 
their plight. 

Speaking at a news conference, 
Mr. Kohl gave the first official con- 
firmation of recent reports that 19 
East Ger mans including women 
and children, have been in the mis- 
sion for several weeks. 

West German officials said the 
Communist authorities have shown 
no willingness to cooperate in satis- 
fying the demands for permission 
to go to the WesL 

This is in contrast to their coop- 
eration earlier this year when 70 
East Germans sought asylum by 
occupying the West German mis- 
sion and U.S. Embassy in East Ber- 
lin. 

Tbe unyielding position adopted 
by the East German government 
appears to reflect a crackdown on 
emigration after the largest exodus 


since tbe Berlin Wall was built in 
1961. 

More than 20.000 East Germans 
were granted exit visas in the Fust 
four months of this year. Fewer 
people have been allowed to leave 
in recent weeks, according to Bonn 

officials. 

The decision to permit thou- 
sands of people to leave represent- 
ed a bold initiative by the East 
German leadership to purge the 
country of malcontents. Western 
diplomats said. Five hundred thou- 
sand people are believed to have 
applied for exit visas 
The East German move followed 
a series of successful attempts by 
citizens to force East Berlin to 
grant visas by refusing to leave 
Western diplomatic missions in 
East Berlin and Prague. East Ger- 
mans can visit Czechoslovakia 
without a visa.

support. 

Mr. Pastora. in an interview

ras-based rebel groups backed by 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 

He reiterated his refusal to deal 
with the Nicaraguan Democratic 
Force, the rebel group of the north, 
until it is purged of ail figures 
linked to the Somoza dictatorship. 
Instead. Mr. Pastora said he would 
seek support in Latin America. 

“Our achievement is to have 
gone as far as we have without 
losing our independence, said the 
47-year-old rebel who. when 
known as Commander Zero, was a 
hero of the revolution that deposed 
Anaatasio Somoza. “For many, to 
be independent is worse than to be 
3 communist- When the word was 
put out that 1 was the only obstacle 
to unitv of the Nicaraguan opposi- 
tion. I realized I was condemned.'’ 

Mr. Pastora said he has not yet 
decided who planted the bomb that 
exploded at a new s conference just 
inside southern Nicaragua on May 
30. killins 10 people. 

-I can" think of sound reasons 
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why both the left and the right 
might have done it,” he said. “As 
Marx said, the extremes unite.” 

Mr. Pastora is convalescing from 
bums on 40 percent of his body 
and severe shrapnel wounds in his 
left leg. 

Lying in a liny room, protected 
by three armed Venezuelan soldiers 
and accompanied by close aides, 
Mr. Pastora spoke of his options. 

“The fust thing 1 have to do is to 
return to the mountains,” he said. 
“Even if the following day I must 
leave to seek aid, 1 have to return 
for political reasons." 

He also said supply lines to his 
forces in southern Nicaragua must 
be reopened urgently because “eco- 
nomically we’re in a terrible situa- 
tion.” 

Adding that “I have no allies in 
Washington," he said he hoped to 
obtain support from social demo- 
cratic sectors in Latin America 
who. he said, now realize they have 
been deceived by the Sandinist re- 
gime. 


Until now. he said, the military 
advances and withdrawals of bis 
rebels has been regulated by the 
flow of ammuni tion, boots, uni- 
forms and medicine provided by 
the United States. 

“We would grow for two or three 
months and men stop,” he said. 
“That’s where we are now. We have 
3.000 "men c*n the San Juan River 
awaiting supplies. Every few 
months we have the same cycle. 
The aid is sporadic.” The San Juan 
River marks pan of the border be- 
tween Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 

Mr. Pastora said he never per- 
sonally negotiated arms shipments 
or discussed political developments 
with envoys from the United 
States, but would be informed by 
groups within the Democratic Rev- 
olutionary Alliance, to which his 
group belongs, when a planeload of 
supplies would be arriving. 

“We never accepted aid with 
conditions attached and no one 
ever dared LeQ me that continued 
support was linked to an alliance," 


he continued. “But the CIA mes- 
sage was clear. Costa Rican police 
raided our communications base in 
San Jose and supplies were cut Off 
to coincide with invitations to talk 
in Honduras."

Nathaniel Owings, Founder 
Of Architectural Firm, Dies

NEW YORK — Nathaniel A. 
Owings, SI, a founder of the archi- 
tectural firm of Skidmore, Owings 
& Menifl, died Wednesday at his 
home in Santa Fe, New Mexico. 

Mr. Owings damned credit far 
the idea of placing a skyscraper on 
a small part of a downtown lot, as 
the firm did with Lever House and 
Oiase Manha ttan Plaza in Man- 
hattan. 

But Mr. Owings? reputation rest- 
ed especially on his ability to iron 
out differences mnmg clients, con- 
tractors and {Hanning commis- 
sions. 

He presided over more than S3 
billion in construction during Ms 
career, starting with beaverboard 
pavilions at the 1933 Chicago 
World’s Fair in tandem with anoth- 
er young architect. Loins Skid- 
more. The two formed a partner- 
ship in 1936. An architectural 
engineer, John O. Merrill, joined 
the firm as a limited partner in 
1939, when they put up some of the 
buildings for the New York 
World’s Fair. 

The partnership’s big break 
came in World War II when they 
were hired to build a secret town 
for 75,000 residents — Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee, where the atomic bomb 
was developed. That project led to 
others for the government, includ- 
ing a S15L5-mi0ian commission in 
1954 for the Air Force Academy 
near Colorado Springs.

The new law was published in 
the latest issue of a weekly legisla- 
tive journal, the Bulletin of the Su-

It said the penal ties apply only in 
cases that do “not entail criminal | 
responsibility.” 

The new law is part of a general ' 
trend in which the Soviet Union 
appears to be striving to seal itself 
off more and more tightly from the 
culture and the ideas of the outside 
world. 

In January, another law imposed 
penalties of up to eight years in 


prison or labor camp for divulging 
virtually any kind of information 
from one’s workplace that was not 
specifically approved for release. 

In a country where official data 
on such things as infant mortality 
and the number of private automo- 
biles are routinely withheld from 
the pnbEc, the new law appears to 
stretch the definition of official se- 
crets to encompass virtually every 
hit of concrete information not 
available in the official newspapers 
Pravda and Izvestia. 

A third change in the Soviet legal 
code, also promulgated in January, 
broadened the de fin ition of “anti- 
Soviet agitation,” an off rase under 
which many dissidents have beat 
sentenced to long terms of prison 

and internal exile. 

Anti-Soviet agitation was newly 
defined to include not only the ac- 
tive preparation and spreading of 
material critical of the regime but 
also the keeping “in written, print- 
ed or other form of works contain- 
ing such material"

A Troubling Decision 


The Reagan administration has struggled 
ceaselessly to divert the nation from its 20-year 
commitment to affirmative action in the lining 
of previously excluded minorities. Lamenta- 
bly, it has started to gain some ground in the 
courts — notably in the Supreme Court’s rul- 
ing in the case of the Memphis firefighters. 

In a 6-3 decision Tuesday, the justices bem 
over backward to band the Reagan adminis- 
tration a victory, first because the court took 
the case at all and second because of the 
content of its decision. 

The case raised one of tbe most troubling 
chdl rights conflicts: What should cities do in 
times of fiscal austerity when white workers 
want to keep their jobs and minority workers 
want to protect hiring and promotion grim 
made through affirmative action? In a oanffict 
between an established seniority program and 
affirmative action the court has previously, 
accorded seniority a position of almost sacred 
trust. By reiterating that principle in this mar- 
ginal case, it throws needless doubt on the 
legitimacy of broad-based affirmative action. 

The city of Memphis has a poor record for 
hiring mino rities hi dty agendo. In 1950, after 
blade firefighters sued, charging discrimina- 
tion in hiring and promotions, the dty entered 
into a consent agreement without admitting 
any wrongdoing. The agreement obliged the 
dty to “raise the Mack representation" in the 
fire department to about 35 percent, reflecting 
the black proportion of the civilian work force. 

But in 1981, when still less than 12 percent 
of firefighters were black, financial problems 
forced , the dty to lay off workers. Ultimately, 
24 firefighters — 21 white and 3 black —were 
laid off. Tbe union's strict seniority rule of 
“last hired, first fired," was of little conse- 
quence, since all 24 had been hired on tbe same 
day. Thus the layoffs were not actually deter- 


mined by seniority but alphabetically. If tbe 
system had been followed strictly, three more 
blade firemen would have been laid off and 
three fewer whites (the three extra whites tem- 
porarily displaced were rehired in a month). 

Was the action on behalf of the three blacks 
not laid off defensible? Yes, said two lower 
courts. No, said tbe Supreme Court. Given 
that the three whites were rehired so soon, tbe 
court could easily have refused to accept the 
case and declared it legally dead. But it lock 
tbe case nonetheless, and has now offered up 
a narrow ruling. 

It bdd that federal courts are not free to 
interfere with legitimate seniority plans as long 
as they were not designed to discriminate. 
Writing for the majority. Justice Byron White 
said, “Tbe [Civil Rights] Act protects bona fide 
seniority systems, and it is inappropriate to 
deny an innocent employee the benefits of his 
seniority in order to provide a remedy." 

That is fine only as far as it goes. In the dvQ 
rights arena, such hard-edged interpretations 
are not so easy. Are whites who secured jobs, 
at least in part because of discrimination 
against minorities and women, invariably “in- 
nocent”? Why are only those minorities and 
women who were specific victims of discrimi- 
nation eligible for remedial action? The court 
was quick to reach out to decide this case, but 
reluctant to grapple with its broader issues. 

The decision does not mean the death of 
affirmative action. But in the absence of 
broader interpretation from the court, rite ad- 
ministration is rushing to examine hundreds of 
past affirmative action settlements with the 
idea of reopening than.

From every angle — cost-effectiveness, po- 
litical and social stability, self-interest, hu- 
manitarian concern — the case for a massive 
mobOizatioa of resources to tackle the global 
problem of desertification appears over- 
whelming, Tbe livelihoods of 850 mi Mon peo- 
ple are directly threatened.

NEW YORK — Forced to ask for mercy from

The average Roma customer uses 4 or 5 
paper napkins when downing a slab of 10 to 
12 barbecued ribs. They arc baby bade ribs 
from young hogs and in the United Slates 
alone, Roma's restaurants sell 100,000 
pounds (more than 45.000 kilos) a week. 

Roma is not the first American to bring 
ribs to London : The pioneer was an advertis- 
ing man named Bob Payton who went on to 
pizzas and io the quaintly named Henry J. 
Bean’s (Bui His Friends Ail Gall Him Hank) 
Bar and Grill. Payton’s success, says Roma, 
is due to brilliant marketing and to London's 
urgent, unexpressed need for ribs. 

“Fll tell you what I think the success of 
ribs are. First of afl they’re extremely tasty. 
They’re voy, veiy easy to eat. And they’re 
not that expensive. It gives families a chance 
to dine together, to bnng the kids with them, 
because lads like to eat with their fingers. 
And it also brings people together, it's a 
common denominator — everybody’s back 
to basics, eating with their fingers again. So 
consequently it’s nothing to see the biggest 
star in the world sitting next to a saloon 
keeper or a truck driver. They sit next to each 
other and they’re both on common ground 
with sauce dribbling from their chins, greasy 
fingers and barbecue sauce all over them- 
selves." 

Even the ladies of Beverly Hills, who 
spend hours composing their faces, enjoy 
destroying their lip gloss at Romas. “Every- 
body predicted we would dose in a month

“My family tree is not restaurant orientat- 
ed." he says. looking back. Tm the first one 
in the restaurant business. Pra the first suc- 
cess. So I got a little lucky, the Guy Upstairs 
was looking at me." 

After serving on a minesweeper in World 
War II. he ran the Playboy Club restaurants. 
He has also dabbled unsuccessfully in classic 
Italian cuisine; the word “gourmet” makes 
him hyperventilate. 

“The labor cost was unbelievable, and the 
price is usually so high that the least thing 
wrong is reason for a complaint. It's too hot 
it's too cold, there's not enough, there's too 
much, it's cooked too long, it isn’t cooked 
enough. Another thing I believe, the every- 
day restaurant person doesn't complain like 
the so-called gourmet person who wants to 
impress everybody that he or she knows 
what it's about so they keep voicing opin- 
ions. The everyday public — they walk in 
and if you treat them nice, they’re happy to 
be there. They're not ouf to impress any- 
body, especially in a rib jernt." 

Roma describes his restaurants as “a kind 
of fast-food operation with a piano bar, 
cocktail lounge and dining room setting." 
He uses waitresses rather than waiters be- 
cause he thinks they are more housewifely 
and less likely to be in thrall to bookies. loan 


sharks and extramarital complications, and 
he dresses them in miniskirts with lace pant- 
ies. But the effect is decorous, and the night- 
ly turnover is terrific. 

“Now this is gonna shock you,” Tony 
Roma says. “I believe in London we will turn 
over each table six times at dinner, 1 
wouldn’t be surprised if we do seven or 
right.” Using one table so many times is 
accomplished by high-speed service and by 
the fact that Roma does not serve soups, 
appetizers or desserts. 

In addition to ribs, he does serve chicken, 
steak, a plat du jour, his famous loaf of onion 
rings and a great deal of booze, including a 
coffee called Cappuccino PAmour, which is 
laced with five liqueurs. 

“Women love exotic drinks. When you're 
into meat-eating you're not really into wom- 
en. so we try to gear things to women, like 
our big salad. A lot of our food is geared so 
that the women come in with children — it’s 
nothing for 3 or 4 women to come in with 10 
or 1 2 kids " All rhis and “Ruhhles" R other- 


mere too. 

Pan of Roma's success is that he can be all 
things to all people. If kids are happy in his 
places, so are drinkers. “All our food is 
drinking person's food," Roma points out. 
Even rain is good for business. “Bad weather 
is good for us because people don’t have to 
dress up to come to our restaurants." 

Roma insists that his quality is so high and 
his prices so low (about SI 2 a person in the 
United States, an expected £S to £9 in Lon- 
don. including drinks) that he makes only a 
profit of pennies on food. The money comes 
from the huge diem turnover, and this is the 
reason that no desserts and exotic, rather 
than ordinary, coffee are featured. 

“If they sat around a piece of apple pie or 
had 14 cups of coffee, we’d never turn over a 
table.” Roma's waitresses are expert at clear- 
ing the table the moment a customer has 
given his chin a last wipe. 

"That's the only thing that keeps them 
from sitting two hours alter thev've finished 
dinner. It's hard silting at an empty table.”

EXICO CITY — The Mexican government has an- 
nounced plans to turn a remote stretch of Pacific 
coastline into a resort it says will “rival Acapulco and 
Cancun," and eventually be able to serve 875,000 
tourists a year. 

The tourism secretary, Antonio Enriquez Savignac, disclosed the 
development plan during a tour of Oaxaca state, where the resort 
would be built. The new resort, to be built on the Bay of Huatulco 
near Puerto Angel will "rival Acapulco and Cancun, according to 
the government. 

Enriquez Savignac said the Bay of Huatulco has a tropical climate 
si milar to Acapulco's and 10 miles (16 kilometers) of white-sand 
beaches. Acapulco, which is about 250 miles north of the proposed 
resort, has long been a Pacific coast favorite for tourists. Cancun, 
once a village of 117 people on the Caribbean, is now a resort of 
100.000. 

After the oil industry, tourism is Mexico's biggest source of the 
dollars it needs to pay off its $87-billion foreign oebL 

The resort project is to involve an initial investment of S6.7 milli on 
for roads, utilities and other necessities. Plans call for transforming 


Puerto An«d, a village of a few thousand people, into a rity of more 
than 200,000. An international airport is to be built. 

President Miguel de la Madrid, who toured the area with Enriquez 
.Savignac, said steps will be taken to prevent speculation in land. 

Enriquez Savignac compared die project to the development of 
Cancun, in which he was involved, 10 years ago. The tourism 
secretary said the area should have 1,300 hotel rooms by 1988 and 
7,000 by 1999. 

The National Tourism Development Fund will be in charge of 
construction; which will involve 75,000 workers. A total of 50,000 
jobs are expected to be provided by the end of the century. 

Cancun now has 5,764 hotd rooms, provides 20,000 jobs and 
received 750,000 visitors in 1983, earning ID percent of the foreign 
currency brought into the country, by tourists, Enriquez Savignac 
said. 

Cancun was developed after the gove rnme nt did intensive studies 
to determine what area would be best for development of a profitable 
resort - ■

AMELN, West Germany — Po- 
ets, historians, even Japanese 
camera crews have all been drawn 
to tins northwestern town by the 
tale of the pied piper, Hamdn's mostHfam- 
oos son ana biggest export, whose 700th 
anniversary is being celebrated tins month. 

A rat catcher, the pied piper made a brief, 
extraordinary appearance m the town’s his- 
tory books on June 26, 1284. As described by 
the brothers Grimm, the fantastic figure in 
rainbow-colored clothes used a magical pjpe 
to lure rats to their death in a nearby rzver. 
When the town balked at paying him for the 
service, he led a column of 130 singing, 

dancing childr en oat of Hamdn, never to be 
seen again. Only two children — one mote, 
the other blind — returned, and neither 
I could tdl what really happened. 


The medieval mystery tale has inspired 
operas, plays, puppet theater, marches, pol- 
kas and poems. Currant interest appears to 
be greatest in Japan, from where camera 
crews frequently arrive to film the town.

Much of the money for the land was 
privately raised. During the Great Depres- 
sion, even schoolchildren contributed to a 
fund that reached $10 million. “The affluent 
gave a quarter. 1 gave a dime,” says Ted 
Davenport, a retired park employee. 

By 1940, the park covered 512,225 acres, 
much of it once the domain of lumber com- 
panies. 

Davenport recalls that the biggest contro- 
versy arose over “these lumbering people 
here with large land holdings.” But the states 
prevailed, buying 85 percent of the land 


from 1 8 lumber companies and the rest from 
several hundred families, some of them an- 
guished at leaving homesteads their ances- 
tors pioneered. 

According to park lore, the idea for a 
Smoky Mountains park was first suggested 
in 1923 by the wife of a Knoxville business- 
man, Wfflis Davis. He worked with civic 
leaders to interest the government. 

In April 1925. the Tennessee Legislature 
authorized the purchase of the first land — a 
76407-acre tract from Colonel W. Town- 
send's Little River Lumber Company. 


“Colonel Townsend couldn’t bear the 
thought of seeing all this virgin limber, this 
good ‘merchantable’ timber, ss he would put 
it, ‘go to waste,’ ” Davenport says. 

Today, the park has well-paved roads and 
solid stone restrooms, bridges and other 
structures that were begun by 4,600 workers 
who signed up for one of President Franklin 
Ddano Roosevelt's first social programs de- 
signed to alleviate Depression unemploy- 
ment 

Civilian Conservation Corps camps, each 
with 200 men between the ages of 18 and 25, 


were sprinkled throughout the park from 
1933 to 1940. The workers lived in portable 
barracks and drew wages of about S30 a 
month. 

In 1940, Roosevelt, from a stone buttress 
where the sweet smell of wildflowers accom- 
panies a panoramic view, dedicated the park, 
named for the mountains whose “smoke” is 
partly pollution and partly water vapor 
mixed with gases emitted by plants. 

On Friday, says the park superintendent 
John Cook, that ceremony will be re-created 
at the same spot at Newfound Gap. ■

On Rates for Nations 
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Compiled by Our Staff From Dapatkes 

WASHINGTON — Paul A. 
Volcker, the Federal Reserve 
Board chainunn, said Thursday 
that an interest-rate cap on loans to 
dteb tor nations might be useful 
Answering questions by mem- 
bers of a Senate Banking subcom- 
mittee, Mr. Volcker said it was one 
of several ideas discussed that 
could be usefully applied to debtor 
nations. 

But he stressed that it would dr 
pend entirely on agreements be- 
tween borrowers and leaders. He 
noted that an interest-rate cap was 
quite common fra variable-rate 
mortgages in the United States. 

Mr. Volcker also told senators 
that the huge federal budget deficit 
was causing “disturbing pressures" 
on interest rates, developing coun- 
tries and currency-exchange rates. 

He warned that if Congress did 
not agree on legislation to reduce 
tbe deficit, the United Stales would 
have either higher interest rates or a 
deputing eccatomy.- 
Speaking to the Senate Bank- 
ing’s Subcommittee on Interna- 
tional Finance and Monetary Po- 
licy, Mr. Volcker noted that the 
U.S. economic recovery has been 
proceeding rapidly with little accel- 
eration of inflation. 

“But the combined credit de- 
mands of the federal government 
and the private sector have generat- 
ed daturoing pressures on interest 
rates, on developing' countries and 
on exchange rates," Mr. Volcker 
said. 

He said that interest rates have 
rises in recent months under tbe 
pressure of private borrowing de- 
mands as well as government bor- 
rowing to finance the huge deficit. 
The high interest rates, in turn, 
have helped attract a growing in- 
flow of money from abroad —wid- 
ening the U. S trade deficit ■*- and 
helping to finance the budget defi- 
cit. 

At the tame rime, U3. exports 
have dropped sharply » develop- 
ing countries that are burdened 
with large external drills, and the 


value of the dollar has risen about 
45 percent on average against the 
currencies of foreign industrial 
countries, he said. 

Senator John Heinz, Republican 
of Pennsylvania, said: “Last year 
we imported $38 billion of foreign 
capital and this year it is estimated 
to oe $80 billion.

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US. Outlines New Bides for Mergers Dispute at CrCUSOt-Loire

WASHINGTON — Attorney General William French Smith out- 
lined new guidelines Thursday under which the market share of 
imports will be considered when the government decides whether to 
approve a proposed domestic merger. 

Mr. Smith said the guidelines clarify rules issued in 1982 and 
present a “dearer picture of what the law requires" when the Justice 
Department reviews whether a proposed merger will be anti -competi- 
tive. 

“Our aim is less to change our process »h»n to clarify it, to give 
businessmen the certainty they need to make legally correct and 
economically beneficial business decisions,” Mr. Smith told reporters. 

Under the revised guidelines. Mr. Smith said, the department win 
apply the same market definition principles to foreign competitors 
that it applies to domestic companies. In interpreting the market 
share and concentration data, it also will consider trade restraints. 

Mr. Smith said the revised guidelines are not an outgrowth of a 
dispute over a merger between LTV Corp. and Republic Sled Corp.

Jaguar, 27 Years Later, Is Returning to Le Mans

NEW YORK — After an ab- 
sence of a quarter of a century, 
Jaguar is returning this weekend to 
the site of its greatest raring vic- 
tories, the French town of Le 
Mans. Jaguar won the 24-hour race 
in its first attempt in 1951, and the 
British company's C-type and D- 
type racers lost only twice in the 
next six races. Then, after picking 
up its laurels in 1957, Jaguar aban- 
doned international endurance rac- 
ing- 

But Jaguar officials will find that 
almost everything is different, in- 
cluding the track, which has had 
several changes incorporated to 
limit speed. 

But the biggest contrast is with 
the machinery. The c are t hat Jag- 
uar raced 30 years. ago were very 
similar to the ones they sold the 


public for everyday highway use. 
The chassis was lightened and fit- 
ted, with racing bodywork and the 
horsepower from an overhead cam 
six-c^iader engines bumped up to 

Bat the new XJR-5, with the 
same ground-effect underbody that 
allows Indy-type cars to attain such 
high cornering speeds, could run 
dicks around its predecessors in 
the turns. Top speed is another im- 
portant factor at Le Mans, and the 
XJR-5's stick bodywork and 600 
horsepower V-12 engine win allow 
it to reach 350 kilometers per hoar 
(about 220 mph) at the end of the 
6.5-kilometer-long Mulsanne 
straight, 80 kmph quicker than the 
older, cars. 

Except for their engines and 
transnnssioos, the new Jaguar rac- 
ers are entirely designed and built 
in Winchester, West Virginia, by 
Group 44, a team that

The argument in the Mencken “family" — 
the cluster of scholars, students, journalists 
and “minor literati," as the master might 
have called them — people who perpetuate 
the beir-less Mencken tradition — has been 
over the disposition of the old man’s house. 

From Henry L Mencken’s death in 1956 
until a year ago, the notion of a shrine to 
"The Sage of Baltimore" seated out of the 
question. Such a monument, the more literal 
Menckeuites believed, would be an affront to 
this almost neurotically private public man. 

But it was the pereeverence of the Mencken 
Society, a tiny band of surviving friends and 
retrospective admirers, that finally converted 
the neglected Mencken house on Union 
Square into the expensively restored Menck- 
en Museum that is being opened this week 
with unabashed ruffles and flourishes. 

Recently, Mayor W illiam Donald Shaefer 
turned out hitnsfi lf as a hair-parted- in- the- 
middle, cigar-chewing Mencken look-alike to 
award the 5300 prize in a dtywide Mencken 
Look-Alike contest, sponsored by publicity 
people of the Cigar Association of America. 

On Friday, the mayor is staging a private, 
catered “heavy German dinner" in the 
Mencken house. The guests are to indude 
Paul Sbyre, the Broadway actor-director who

So, in 1967, ai the death of Mencken's 
younger brother, August — a lifelong com- 
panion. and caretaker after the sage suffered 
a stroke — the family’s classic Baltimore row 
house was left to the University of Maryland 
with specific instructions that it not be made 


a museum. 


But the die has cook uncast. In the house 
where, at his typewriter before a second-floor 
window overlooking a lovely park, Mencken 
minted some of the most ineffably spiteful 
coinage in the American vocabulary — “the 


native American Booboisee," for (me — the 
funereal shroud drawn in respectful obedi- 
ence to the supposed wish of Mencken is 
bong removed. 

Mencken was the bane of bombasts and 
the confounded of quacks. His newspaper 
columns, magazine pieces and some 30 books 
pilloried Prohibitionists, Puritans, presi-. 
dents, prudes, preachers and patriots as “pol- 
troons" and “poobahs." A radical who hated 
liberals, he made something of a career of 
spearing Franklin D. Roosevelt and he prid- 
ed himself that he never wrote a good word 
about, any Irving president. 

Yet, in the 1920s, Walter Uppman called 
him “the most powerful personal influence 
on this whole generation of education people. 

A prime mover in the effort to create the 
museum was Carl Bode, a retired professor at 
the University of Maryland whose 1969 biog- 
raphy, “Mencken." makes the deepest pub- 
lished penetration of the master’s life. On the 
evidence that Mencken kept and filed t 
of almost eveiythmg he wrote, “indi 
family recipes," Bode has always ' 
that Mencken concealed “an enormous secret 
sense of his posterity.”
